1) The Department just finalized the study on the request we submitted. Please see the response from the department 
after they inspected: 

There are 2 signs with a beginning and ending sign for the 15 minute zone. Our office would not be able to paint the 
curb (green)because the paint is only enforced between 8a to 6p Monday through Saturday. The 15 minute sign in 
front of the school is from 6a to 6p school days. There would be a conflict. 

I asked that they replace the 15 min sign that is missing. They will also be trimming the trees for visibility of the signs
